If there wore Just cause why in- 


creases should be demanded at this 
time, the 'public— the *Iway» patient 
and lone-sufltilas payer of the freight 
— would be loss disposed to criticise 
advances at t!ii» time. Bat la neither 
case is thc action warranted by facts, 
circumstances or conditions. 


The existing scale of wages for .pa- 


per banging was made when living 
costs were near the peak, which was 
reached in July, 1920. Since that time 
there has been a decline of 43.1 points. 
Meantime the price ot wallpaper has 
dropped an average of 40 per cent. 
Under such circumstances the natural 
expectation ot householders Has been 
that 'they would derlre some benefit 
from these reductions, Instead of be 
fats required to pay an Increase In la- 
bor coat tli at will more than absorb 
the saving resulting f r o m 
low 


prices ol paper. 


In the case of the bakers the two 


cents Increase In the price of bread U 
as najustlflable and lnO*ttn»lble as 
th» Increase In the cost of paperhan*- 
ing. The deflation of. the prices for all 
farm products', including wheat, was 
the first to bo completed after the war 
and has been the moat drastic of all 
the price readjustments. Wheat drop- 
ped to a lower figure than prevailed 
ftt the outbreak of the war in 1914, 
and much b'elow the coat .of produc- 
tion; and has only recently recovered 
to within about 60. per cent of the 
price fixed by the government during 
tha w»r. Yet bread, which tat been 
selling at eight cents In the larger 
, towns and cities while 10 cents was 
the price here, has been raised to 12 
cents, or but one-third lower than the 
hicbeet war-time price. 


True,, there have been some recent 


slight advances In the speculative 
wheat and flour markets but they have 
not been sufficient to warrant an in- 
crease of 20 per cent in the price of 
bread which was already two cents a 
loaf, or 25 per cent, higher in Con- 
nellnvlile than in Uniontown; Altoona, 
Ptiiadelpbta and elsewhere in the 
state. 
Th* consuming public has the de- 


slra t° sel! & hieh wage scale main- 
tained and to, see Industry and busi- 
ness conducted at a fair profit, but 
when in the unprecedented conditions 
now prevailing It is necessary that a 
downward revision of both wages and 
profits bc roa£«, In order that sues a 
degree of activity may be restored as 
will give everybody an opportunity to 
become a wage earner, there is justi- 
fiable Impatience with any and every 
effort to laorease instead of to reduce 
living or other costs.

Just what provisions will bo made 


for the protection or convenience Of 
amateurs has not yet beeu determined. 
One plan under consideration lg to 
limit broadcasting, at a wave length 
trf 200 meterSj to certain hours of the 
flay. This privilege would 'be restrict- 
ed to such broadcasting as Is ot pub- 
lic be»«flt. meaning that the air can- 
not be appropriated for the indiscrim- 
inate tranemisalon of messages by 
amateurs. 


Another plan is to reduce tho wave 


length, for amateur broadcasting to 
IT! meters, or extend it to 225, in or- 
der that the 200 meter wave length 
may be left undisturbed for tho regu- 
lar wireless communication service. 


In any event amateurs cnn reason- 


ably -bo assured that tlioy will not be 
entirely deprived of the broadcasting 
privilege, but they must be really to 
concede the necessity tor regulation 
a* a form of protection to themsolve* 
as well as- to others and the still more 
important commercial radio service.

much needless and useless suffering. 
Ws have known this fact for years. 
"An ounce of prevenlion Is worth a 
pound of cure." 
"Wo have applied it 


for yeans in private Business. Now 
we are beginning to apply it lo public 
business. When w* start that, 
w« 


prove our capacity to apply to all 
what hns been successful to a 
few. 


That application lift* all of mankind. 
That is real advancement. 


The gains made ia the field ot public 


hygiene show moet strikingly over a 
period of a few years. 
Tuberculosis, 


for example, by popular propaganda 
which educated the public to its pre- 
valence, established tree clinics whore 
sound medical advice could be given 
and eliminated quack doctors who 
preyed on the fears ot people and did 
nothing to help them, baa boon di- 
minished as a "kllloi"' more than 60 
per cent in the lost 40 years. A very 
large part of thl» -work lias been clono 
in the last 15 years. 


Tollow fever, stamped out by ap- 


plying Die knowledge of itu causes to 
thn elimination of those causes has 
turned u. former plague spot Into a 
garden paradise at the Panama, Canal. 
Dy.phtherla has'lost much of Its old- 
time terror throuffb, infonnfttion re- 
garding Inoculation. We are learn-

The health Institute is particularly 


concerned vrith what are known as 
social diseases, 
Tho most 
widely 


spread of any of tlio Ills -besotting the 
human family, this evil has been al- 
lowed to continue and to grow bocnuue 
of the cloak oC secrecy 
which 
has 


been thrown around sex knowledge— 
a cloak made up ot a wol> ot ignorance, 
fear, prejudice and shame. Tlife cloak 
cannot prevent the spread of knowl- 
edge, even If, ostrich like we throw 
its foldH over our eyos and say "Hush, 
don't ask about that." 
Indeed, this 


•yitftm merely forces this informa- 
tion to spread through most undenir- 
«ble channels, which results In wrong 
facts'and erroneous conclusions being 
inculcated as the truth In the younger 
minds particularly—to brine Borrow 
and resret later on in lilo. 


Government recognition of the dan- 


gers at those diseases to our army 
and navy bae resulted in scientific 
preyentatlvc methods being adopted 
which has lowered tho 
number of 


cases very materially. The work is 
now being carried on lor the men in 
uniform by the United.
